A meeting of the Democratic County. 


Committee took place here on Mo'nday for 
the purpose of fining dates for conventions.

Mr. Broadburst 
evidently believes in saving time and mon- 
ey, but in his laudable, ambition he was 
defeated after an address by • Henry A. 
James, who opposed the motion upon the 
ground that it was a good thing for Dem- 
ocrats to get together as often as possible. 
The State delegate convention was fixed 
for Monday, August 5, and the county 
convention for Monday, September4, the. 
primary election to take place the preced- 
ing Saturday .from 4 to 8 o'clock.. The 
Republican State delegate convention will 
also oecur on August 5. This is probably 
the first time, at least in many years, that 
the two parties have fixed conventions for 
the same day. 
- Clerk Elmer E. Funk, of the County 
Commissioners' office, has prepared anoth- 
er statement of interest to the taxpayer. 
It shows the entire amount of taxes col- 
lected or worked out for the maintenance 
of State, courity, city, ward, borough and 
township governments, and in part is as 
follows: 


The amount collected for the construe* 


tion and repairs to bridges, streets ana 
rdads was $69,940.91, of which the largest 
amount, $10,658.36, comes from Bristol. 
Quakertown furnishes the next largest 
$7,746.91, and Doylestown comes 'third 
with $7,711.91. . 


For schools and school purposes, not in- 


cluding any appropriation received from 
the State, the taxes amount to $133,164.79. 
The amount of taxes, for any purposes not 
included In the foregoing, reached the 
sum of $165,822.38, and the total amount 
of taxes as set forth in the preceding fig- 
ures, $468,928.08. 


Personal property was taxed to the 


amount-of $66,520.88. The amount of 
taxes collected on occupations was $30,- 
874.03. 


Licenses of all kinds, including whole- 


sale and retail liquor licenses, brought in 
the sum of $26,415,89. 
The amount of taxes collected on the real 
estate of railroad corporations was $1,190.- 
55, and that collected on the real estate of 
corporations other than railroads, includ- 
ing limited partnerships, was $13,365.65. 


Trolley litigation occupied the attention 


of the public on Thursday of last week. 
An injunction was granted by the court 
restraining, the Doylestown and Eaeton 
Company from pawing the Mercer proper- 
ty north of town. " This property is a fine 
country seat, and right of way had been 
granted on one side to the Doylestown and 
Willow Grove Company, but the owner-did 
not wish to be completely surrounded and 
refused the Easton Company's 'petition. 
Tne company broke ground np to the pro- 
perty on both sides, and fearing they wool<J 
trespass the injunction was asked for ami 
granted. In the investigation of charters 
and extension of routes' that followed II 
transpired that the Easton Company, in 
describing in extension of route, had made 
a mistake In the name of a public road, 
slip due to ignorance concerning local geo- 
graphy. It is'said the error may involve a 
nice question as to whether the act. provid- 
ing for clear description of routes has been 
complied with. In the meantime the 
Willow Grove Company has slipped In and 
obtained from the Supervisors of Doyles- 
town township the right of way over a 
part of the Eaaton Company's route. The 
latter company, it will be recalled, -was an 
obstacle to the Willow* Grove Company 
owing to a lease they held for a portion of 
the turnpike Jnst north of the borough line 
which the Willow Grove Company was 
anxious to occupy. It is believed all these 
difficulties will be straightened out, but 
the Eaaton Company at present is tied np 
in a bad plaoe unless they decide to aban- 
don the* turnpike north of town until they 
get beyond the disputed points, which they 
can do by constructing tteir. toad on an- 
other street. The Willow Grove Company 
baa filed * aew extension oat Court street 
from Main to the eastern line of the'bor- 
ough and thence to the Doylastown and 
Danboro turnpike and north on the pike to 
the swamp road and west on the latter to 
tbe Doylertown and Publin pike. This «- 
teniion covers the disputed portion of tb*

suits also multiply. Arbitrations which 
were once the vogue and easy way of set- 
tling'diffloultieB have : fallen into- desue- 
tude in modern day* and are now seldom 
resorted to. This is much' to be .•.regret- 
ted. For by arbitrament by .wise and 
prudent referees, many a law «uit was set- 
tled in former -years. 
Now everything, 


however small, goes to court, and the 
parties get no more justice en better treat- 
ment than they formerly obtained by ar- 
bitration. 
This is trie fault of the Bar. 


TooVmuny of-the lawyers ore too proud to 
be aeen tit an-arbitration: they want the 
beholders of all the court room to attest 
their presence and noble form. For many 
years after I came to the sjudy of the law 
.-ihe universal rule was for a lawyer to 
bring his suit for his client and immed- 
iately eutor a rule to arbitrate -under the 
Acts of 1836 and 1845. The Act of July 
12, 1842, abolishing imprisonment' for 
debt, made the Act of 1845 necessary. 
Arbitrations were good, for the arbitrators 
were judges and jurors and were required 
by their oaths and affirmations to try all 
matters in dispute "justly and equitably." 
But now a plaintiff brings o suit and re- 
quires of defendant an Affidavit of defence. 
This Is very •technical under our regime 
oi,,3udges, and many a man with a just 
cnuse and good defence, is tripped up and 
has judgment entered against him for 
want of a sufficient affidavit of defence. 
Thus justice is denied. For the defen- 
dant may not have the means to carry the 
case np to a higher court; and even if, he 
had the money to pay the expenses, he 
kndws that the Superior judges are just 
as narrow and technical ns the judges be- 
low, and therefore be submits to an iniqui- 
ty, when he could have full and complete 
justice and vindication under the arbitra- 
tion law.' The compulsory arbitration law, 
is good, sound and right—it enables a 
man with a claim or a grievance to agree 
with-his adversary quickly, and to keep 
out ot court. Arbitrations were generally 
held'on a day agreed upon by both . part- 
ies; a day suitable for both. The case was 
tried by itself; not involved with other 
cases; the outside world had nothing to do 
with it. Parties did not have to wait. At 
the appointed hour the case was beard— 
not after days of waiting and delay as in 
court time. In Chester county, where 
three men were chosen, the umpire wfts al 
ways a lawyer of age and experience, and 
in ten cases out of a dozen, the award was 
acquiesced in by the parties, or lead to an 
actual settlement before the day for ap- 
peal expired. The affidavit of defence 
law is vicious and destructive of the prin 
ciples of justice, as at present contrued by 
the courts. It gives the power to the 
judge to decide what is a good defence. 
That is not right. Three good hones 
businessmen can tell better after they 
hear the defence and all the witnesses, 
than a judge can tell before and without 
hearing the witnesses, whether or not the 
defenda'nt is justified in his defence, off 
set.or payments. In the last 30 years 
technicality bos dethroned the broad phil- 
anthropic principles ot the Common Law. 
•Legislation, also, has gone -widely astray 
from the Constitution. By dividing cities 
and townships into classes, special legisla- 
tion is enacted. New courts, new offices, 
are created, and the views of men are, nar- 
rowed by the narrow gauge of the roils on 
which they run.' Separate courts for or- 
phans; or for any special* class, are not 
calculated to broaden the head and -widen 
the understand or enlarge the store ol 
learning of the judges or of the lawyers. 
We had no more use for a third judge here, 
as a special expert, for orphans, than we 
have for a special jurisdiction for natural- 
ization; for felonies or for misdemeanors; 
for hotel .licenses and liquor suits, or any 
other subdivision of the subjects now cog- 
nizable in all the courts in Bucks county. 
We have a very fine young man placed in 
the orphans' court; no one has aught 
against him; but Judges Swartz and We- 
and were never weary with over-work; nev- 
er bad complained; but the Legislature in 
spite of us hod to create the extra office. 
They ought to have been kicked down cap- 
ital hill.

county jail at Doylestowo, awaiting trial, 
Eldredge or one of his companion's, while 
the jailor was asleep succeeded in obtain- 
ing possession of the keys and made their 
escape. They took possession of a horse 
and wagon and drove to Philadelphia, 
where they were-recaptured .and brought 
back to Doylestown where they had to an- 
swer the additional charge of horse steal- 
ing.

Eldredge was pardoned last week, and 


immediately returned to Bristol, to his 
relatives. He it in good health and bai 
suffered no bodily ills during his long con- 
finement. 


For eleven yean he was shut in from 


the world, and during that .time never 
even got a glimpse of a tree. He has been 
a constant reader cf the Gazette, which 
has been mailed to him regularly and he 
has thus been kept well posted concerning 
Bucks county affairs.

Philadelphia North American. He has 
plowed-and harrowed the solid ground, 
working under the glass roof with horses 
and machinery as though he were in an 
open field. The rotes were then planted 
in forty rows, and at their present state 
of development give assurance of a hardy 
and luxuriant growth. 
Theglanbouie.il itself a novelty of 


construction, and has won the commenda 
tion of prominent florists, who have*made 
long journeys to inspect the place. 


In the house the sash bars are 32 feet in 


length and I*ix2>4 inches. They are sup- 
ported by seven lines of light angle iron 
purlins. The centre posts' supporting the 
ridge pole are 22 feet high, and on each 
side are struts earring the first purlins. 
Other purlins are supported by light iron 
pipe posts. There are no heavy rafters, so 
thai the effect is remarkable throughout.
